The Hospital Commission Now Con-
sitdering Architectural Designs,

The county commussioners, after the
postponement taken a week ago, in the
matter of the eonsideration of the plans
submitted for the proposed county hos-
pital, resumed the subject this morning.
There were present o full board and all
the physicians upon whom the selection
of the more suecessful plan will depend.
The matter was discussed for some time,
and then an adjournment was taken till
240 o'clock.  In the mean time, Architoet
Muoyar, of Detroit, the gentleman who
bilt the court house and who is to ereet
the new eity hall, was given per-
mission  to  ntroduee the  plans
which he had vrepared.  This afternoon
the gentleman went hefore the joint eom-
misston and exhibited hLis plans, at the
same time  tuking oceasion to explain
them both in design amd theory,  The di-
versity of plans now before
the bourd, 18 somewhat remarkable, espe-
cinlly when it is considerad that but few
have been presented.  Some of thess are
pladn, representing a building costing not
more than $60,000, while others are those
of o strueture which will cost up into the
hundred thousands,

Despite this fact, however, the impros-
sion seems to provail that of all those
stbmitted, the commission is composed
of men who will aet for the best interests
of the comumunity.
